CAPTAIN BOYCOTT IS DEAD.

Man Whose Name Is Now a Familiar 
Term Passes Away. 

London, June 21.—Captain Boycott is dead. 
He was about fifty-five years of age and 
became famous through being the first 
man subjected to the “boycott” in Ireland. 

He was a land agent in 1881 in Conne- 
mara, where he collected rents for a num- 
ber of landlords. He made speeches in the 
course of which he urged the le to 
abstain from agrarian crimes and 
harsh landlords, agents and bailiffs to 
coventry, the old term for boycotting. 

Captain Boycott was the first man the 
Irish experimented upon in this connection, 
and hence the now familiar word of “boy- 
cott.”

* At the afternoon meeting the constitution 
of the social democracy which has been 
published was formally ratified and adopt- 
ed. Mr. Debs explained the aims and pur- 
poses of the co-operative commonwealth. 
A colony should be sent to Washington, 
from which place, he said, an official invi- 
tation has been received. 

After establishing the colony he would se- 
cure control of the politics of the state and 
to start the co-operative commonwealth. 
“The first thing we would do after getting 
eontrol,” he sald, “would be to call a spe- 
cial session of the legislature. Then we 
would call a convention to revise the legis- 
lation and get all the rot out of it. 

“We will have control of the taxing pow- 
er and can tax syndicates and landsharks 
out of the state. Persons shall be taxed 
according to their means. and shall have 
according to their needs. We will have 
trusts, nothing but trusts. in our state. but 
we will all be in the trust. 

“The operatives will not work twelve or 
fourteen hours a day, but for four or five. 
We will be in the fleld in 1900 with a new 
eee. These men who represent the new 
ife are going to unite as if by magic for 
the overthrow of commercialism and the 
establishment of the co-operative common- 
wealth by which the brotherhood of man 
whl become a fact. I do not know whether 
this question will be solved peaceably or 
otherwise. I hope peaceably. But I am 
one of those who believe in getting ready 
for any solution that may be necessary.” 

Mr. Debs said that in setting up the co- 
operative commonwealth in Washington, 
the colonists might be running against the 
supreme court. He would consult good 
lawyers and learn just what the rights of 
the colonists were. 

“We want to know our rights, and make 
them the rebels. If they send the military 
to invade our rights, then there will. be an 
army of 300,000 patriots on the state line to 


meet them on that issue.”

MANY PROBLEMS UNSOLVED

Bacon Introduced an Amendment Yes- 
terday Putting Cotton Ties on 
the Free List. 


Washington, June  21,—(Special.)\—The 
eenate has got to the free list at the end 
of the tariff bill, and partially through 
that. 

True, many paragraphs have been passed 
for later consideration, and scme of these 
will evoke much discussion; but the end is 
ciearly in sight. 

There is every reason to believe that the 

- final vote will be taken in the senate on or 
about the first of July. Then will follow 
a@ conference between the houses on the 
features on which they disagree. These 
conferences have often consumed as much 
as a month or six weeks in the past, but 
Tom Reed has said a week is enough, and 
what Tom says about matters in_which the 
house is interested usually strikes the 
bull’s eye. 

Wool and sugar and hides and anti-trust 
amendments are among the problems yet 
to be solved. Then the republicans must 
face the problem of retaining, or receding 
from, the internal revenue features of the 
senate bill, and altogether that portion of 
the debate which is to come, gives prom- 
ise of particular interest. 

Of special interest to the south will be 
the final vote on cotton ties and cotton 
bagging. There must be another vote to 
formally place cotton bagging on the 
free list, and today Senator Ba- 
con introduced an amendment  put- 
ting cotton ties on the “({free tiist. 
The effort to strike off the duty when the 
iron schedule was under consideration, 
failed; but the success of the movement in 
behalf of cotton bagging on Saturday, has 
led the southern senators to hope for fa- 
vorable results on ties. 

It was arranged today that the item cov- 
ering binding twine, used for wheat by the 
farmers of the west, shall be considered at 
the same time as cotton ties, and the dem- 
ocrats and their allies hope to secure for 
the southern farmer the same consideration 
that is given the westerner. 

That means ties free of duty, and in 
turn, means the saving of hundreds of 
thousands of dollars to the farmers of the 
south. OHL. 

Routine of the -Senate. 

Washington, June 21.—The senate made 
giant strides on the tariff bill today, cov- 
ering fifty pages and establishing a record 
of progress during this tariff debate. 

This advanced the senate to the free list, 
which was taken up at 2 p. m. and com- 
pleted in three hours. Early in the day the 
wool and silk schedules went over, with an 
agreement that wool would ‘be taken up 
tomorrow. | : 

After that the tobacco schedule, the 

reciprocity provisions and the internal rev- 
enue portions of the bill, as well as the 
many isolated paragraphs passed over, re- 
main ita be conskiered. The paragraph 
today was so marked, however, that for 
the first time there was a feeling that the 
end is not far off. 
' There was little debate today, the main 
tupics of discussion being matches and 
fuses. On the latter, an amendment by Mr. 
Pettigrew, reducing the rate to 10 per cent, 
came within one vote of passing against the 
preterts of the finance committee, the vot- 
ing being a tie—24 to 24. While the free list 
Wat under discussion, Mr. Bacon g.1ve no- 
tice of another amendment placing cot- 
ton ties on the free list, and Mr. McLaurin 
gave nctice of another amendment taking 
raw cotton from the free list, thus complet- 
ing the action heretofore taken of placing 
a duty of 20 per cent on cotton. 

When the match paragraph in the sundry 
schedule was reached, Mr. Allison moved

The governor has given the poor negros 
case the deepest consideration and has gone 
into every detail of the killing. If there 
had beén any good ground for a commuta- 
tion there is little doubt but that he would 
have granted it. As it is the negro will 
have to die. The respite expires Friday 
and Sheriff Austin can do nothing but 
hang Hudson. 

Hudson has been very hopeful since he 
was respited a few days ago when he was 
sentenced to hang. e told the reporter 
that he now had hope that he would be 
allowed his life and thought that Governor 
Atkinson would save him. The regro does 
not pray as much and is much more light- 
hearted. He still reads his Bible and is 
preparing to die, if such is his fate.

Colored People Give a Gloomy Account 
of the New Negro 
Republic. 


New York, June 21.—Thirteen colored per- 
sons, who formed part of the two hun- 
dred sent to Liberia by the International 
Emigration Society in March, 1896, arrived 
in this port today aboard the steamship 
Liberia. é 

They say that the scheme was a total 
failure; that many of their number died 
of starvation and fevers; that the society 
did not fulfill the contract, and many mem- 
bérs of thé expedition are stranded in Eng- 
land, unable to get back to their homes. 

The plan ofthe African colonigation 
scheme originated early in 1894 in the mind 


‘of Bishop Turner, who was traveling in 


the south. It was formulated and carried 
into effect by Jeremire Millan, a white man, 
of Birmingham, Ala., who founded what 
was known as the International Emigra- 
tion Society. 

It was claimed that the president of Li- 
beria had promised the colonists the land 
and farming implements. The advance 
guard in charge of D. L. Johnson, an in- 
telligent colored man, of Hot Springs, Ark., 
in November, 1894, started for Liberia. 
With him was a committce to make ar- 
rangements for the colonists. It was es- 
timated at that time that there were four 
thousand colored persons who were ready 
to join the colony. They expected to build 
a town wh would soon be in a flourish- 
ing condition. Eac®™ colonist was to pay 
$41 for his transportation and was expected 
to have in gold with which to begin 
life in the new land.

The Irish Leader Protested Aguinst 
Sending Congratulations to the 
Queen. 


London, June 21.—The house of commons 
was crowded today when the first lord of 
the treasury, Mr. Balfour, moved and Sir 
William Vernon Harcourt seconded an ad- 
dress of congratulation to the queen upon 
the sixtieth anniversary of her accession 


to the throne. 
Mr. Dillon, chairman of the Irish pariia- 
mentary party, protested in vehement lan- 


guage. 
Mr. John Redmond, the Parnellite lead- 


er, moved an amendment to the address 
and caused an animated scene. Mr. Red- 
mond protested against Great Britain's rule 
in Ireland, and asked the house to adopt 
an amendment to the effect that it deemed 
it a duty to place on record that during 
the sixty years of her majesty’s reign Ire- 
land has suffered grievously from famine, 
depopulation, poverty, continued suspen- 
sion of constitutional liberties, with the 
result that the Irish are discontented and 
disaffected and unable to join in the cele- 
bration. 

James O’Kelly, a Parnellite member 
for North Roscommon, seconded the mo- 
tion. 

Mr. Redmond’s amendment was rejecté 
by a vote of 436 to 7. The address of cor 
gratulations to her majesty was then adop 
ed by a vote of 459 to 44. 

In the house of lords today the govern- 
ment benches were crowded, though there 
were fewer persons present on the opposi-

amid cheers, moved and the earl of Kim- 
berly seconded an address of congratula- 
tion to the queen upon the occasion of her 
jubilee.

McKinley Sends a Message to the 
Ruler of England. 

London, June 21.—President McKinley 

has sent the following personal letter to 


$45,000,000 TAXES 
More Than 6,000 Returns Have Not Yet 
Been Made. 


YESTERDAY WAS THE LAST DAY 


Many Property Owners Have Failed 
To Give In. 


FEW DAYS OF GRACE TO BE GIVEN 


Tax Receiver Armistead Will Allow 
Delinquents To Return This 
Week Without Cost. 


Fulton county’s taxbooks show that more 
than 5,000 property owners have failed to 
return their state and county taxes for 
1897. -These 6,000 tax returns which have 
not been made represent rroperty that is 
estimated to be worth more than $15,000,000. 

The last day for the return of state and 
county tases was yesterday, as the law 
provides that the books in the office of Tax 
Receiver Armistead shall close on June 21st. 
In order to give the property owners an- 
other chance to make their returns, Tax 
Receiver Armistead has kindly given a few 
days of grace. If the returns are made 
within the next few days they will not be 
double-taxed, but if the first of next month 
corres before the returns are made, the 
books will be closed, as the annual report 
will be made to the board of county com- 
missioners. 

The entire returns, when the columns are 
added up and the result is known, will 
probably reach the grand total of $52,000,000. 
Yesterday morning the total property re- 
turned for both state and county oniy 
reached $37,000,000. 

During the day the returns came in with 
a rush and there were probably only 4,000 
short yesterday afternoon when the office 
was closed at 6 o’clock. The taxpayers 
crowded the office all day and the clerks 
were busy taking the returns and swearing 
the affidavit makers. This morning the 
rush will probably be greater than it was 
yesterday and this rush will continue until 
the end of the present week. 

“There are a greater number of returns 
short this year than ever before,’”’ said Mr. 
Armistead yesterday. ‘‘The people have 
evidently forgotten the matter, but then 
I can’t help this forgetfulness, as we are 
compelled to open and ciose the books at 
stated times and we must track the letter 
of the law. But as so many are short, I 
have decided to give a few days of grace, 
which I can do by working harder when 
the books are closed. 


“‘When we opened the office this morning |. 


the books showed that less than 5,000 re- 
turns had been made this yea® for the time 
as compared with last year. These missing 
returns approximately represent about 
$15,000,000 and the taxable property of Ful- 
ton county will be short just that amount 
if no further returns are made. Many of 
the citizens have been of the opinion that 
their taxes had been returned for state and 


| county at the same time they were return- 


ed for the city. Some of the largest tax- 
payers have claimed they returned their 
taxes at both offices at the same time, but 
they were simply mistaken, as the state 
and county books were not open when the 
city books were opened and the city books 
closed about the time my books opened.” 

Unless there are many returns made this 
week the indications point to the fact that 
there will be many persons who will be 
double-taked. 

Nearly all of the county people have re- 
turned their taxes and the principal delin- 
quents are city taxpayers who have prob- 
ably overlooked the matter.

WANTS A TAX BOARD. 


Councilman Culberson Introduces a 
Resolution To Create a Board. 


Councilman Hubert Culberson, of the sev- 
enth ward, wants a board of equalization 
created to make assessments and to change 
the system now in practice in the matter 
of making returns. 

He proposes to create a board from which 
appeal may be taken when citizens feel 
that their property has been assessed too 
highly. 

Mr. Culberson introduced a resolution in 
council yesterday relating to the matter 
which was referred to the committee on 
legislation, as follows: 

‘Resolved by the mayor and general 
council, That the committee on ordinances 
and legislation, in conjunction with the 
city attorney, be directed to prepare for 


submission to the general assembly of Geor- 


gia at its session for 1897, an act amending 
the charter of the city of Atlanta so as to 
authorize and empower the mayor and gen- 
eral council in their discretion; to create by 


‘ordinance a board of equalization of tax 


assessments and returns, or for appoint- 
ment of a committee of the council to be 
known as a grievance committee, whose 
special duty it shall be to hear and pass 
upon questions touching returns and as- 
sessments of real and personal property for 
taxation, whether same be in the nature 
of complaints from property owners for 
overvaluation, cr of citizens complaining 
at undervaluation of any specific piece of 
property.

ON POLICE FORCE 


Jennings Will Have Charge of the 
Mounted Men. 


REPRIMANDS FOR PATROLMEN 


Commissioner Kendrick Wants Police- 
men To Wear White Gloves. 


SIX BICYCLES ARE TO BE BOUGHT 


Bad Boys Giving Trouble at Grant 
Park—Attaches at Park To Be 
Made Special Officers. 


The police board met in called session 
last night. It was deemed advisable te 
place Sergeant Jennirgs in charge of the 
mounted force and give Sergeant White @ 
detail on the regular patrol force. 

This came up in a communication from 
Chief Connolly, who stated that he had 
received a petition from some of the 
mounted men asking to be placed on patrol 
duty. It appeared that this was the result 
of some insubordination on account of the 
mounted men being required to look after 
their horses. The chief thought that Ser- 
geant White was upholding the men in 
this, and deemed it to the interest of the 
department to make a change. The board 
by a unanimous vote adopted the suggestion 
of the chief. 

The first business before the board was 
the reprimanding of the men who had been 
listed for that purpose. Patrolman Jolly 
was reprimanded for striking old man Josh 
Calloway; Patrolman Terry for failing to 
report what Jolly had done, and Detective 
Looney for slapping Will Harp several 
months ago while the latter was under 
arrest. 

Acting Sergeant J. T. Shepard was plac- 
ed on trial for talking to a citizen and for 
conduct unbecoming an officer. This case 
grew out of the investigation of charges 
against Patrolman Frank Whitley at the 
last meeting of the board. In his state- 
ment Whitiey had said that the acting 
sergeant was guilty of the same charges 
that had been made against him. The evi- 
dence showed that Shepard had told a joke 
while on duty. 

Whitley was then placed on trial for 
failing to report on Shepard when the mis- 
conduct occurred. 

By a vote of the board the charges were 
dismissed with a reprimand then and there. 

Commissioner Kendrick introduced a res- 
olution authorizing the purchase of six 
instead of four bicycles, as at first con- 
templated. 

Patroling the Park. 


Captain English stated that the mayor 
and Grant park officers had suggested that 
the patrolmen at the park be allowed to go 
ununiformed on account of the fact that 
the bad boys who teased the animals ran 
away when they saw the policemen com- 
ing and therefore could not be. caught. 
Some of the commissioners did not take to 
the idéa, and it was decided to see the 
mayor and suggest that the park attaches 
with the superintendent be sworn in as 
special officers.

Commis- 
sioner Johnson rather liked the white 
gloves. The matter was finally postponed 
until the next regular meeting of the 
board.

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The Cost of Fertilizer Tags. 

The difference in the cost of fartilizer 
tags now and at previous times has been 
cited by solace who are inclined to criti- 
cize the department of agriculture as 
an evidence of irregularity; buc a fair 
and unbiased analysis of the facts will 
remove any such impression. 

It is well known that a royalty on a 


} Patent adds to the cost of the article, 


and when the patent expires, the push 
of enterprise will inevitably lower the 
price of the article. 
is no exception to the rule. As long as 
the patent existed, prices were main- 
tained, and as soon as it expired by lim- 
itation, prices were towered. When 
Commissioner Nesbitt entered office, 
$2.50 per thousand was paid for the tags. 
Since then the price had been reduced 
gradually to $1.60 per thousand—which 
is 40 cents per thousand less than is 
paid per thousand by other states, and 
90 cents per thousand less than is paid 
by the commercial public. 

No sensible man will contend for a 
moment that present prices should con- 
trol commercial transactions for years 
past. Twenty poynds of sugar can be 
had now for $1—though, of course, no 
one can maintain that such a price can 
be taken as a basis for transactions in 
sugar two or four years ago. 

In this connection, the fact should not 
be overlooked that at a purchase rate of 
$1.60 per thousand and a sale rate of 
$10 per thousand, the state makes a 
profit of $8.40 per thousand on fertilizer 
tags—so that, if anybody is overcharg- 
ing, it is the state. 

Under his careful and conscientious 
management of the department of agri- 
culture, Commissioner Nesbitt has paid 
into the treasury of the state over $90,- 
000—a sum greater than has ever teen 
paid by any of his predece3s rs. 4 

The department of agriculture has 
never been more ably administered than 
at present, and its record should be a 
source of congratulation for the state 
and of pride for the distinguished gen- 
tleman who is at the head of this im- 
portant branch of the state’s work. 
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England’s Longest Reign. 

While the jubilee festivities in honor 
of the sixtieth anniversary of Queen 
Victoria’s reign will divert the minds of 
loyal Britons throughout the present 
week, the most brilliant feature of the 
dazzling celebration will occur today, 
when the aged queen, attended by one 
of the most gorgeous retinues ever wit- 
nessed by mortal eyes, will ride in state 
through the crowded thoroughfares of 
London. | : 

Every civilized country on the globe 
will be represented in the glittering pa- 
geant, and the day’s observance will 
touch high water mark in the annals of 
the world’s metropolis. In addition to 
London’s population of 5,000,000 souls, 
it is estimated that at least 3,000,000 
visitors will- witness today’s spéctacle. 
Viewing the occasion through British 
eyes, it is not suprising that the loyal 
subjects of Great Britain should vie 
with each other in paying homage to 
the queen on the sixtieth anniversary 
of her reign. If such a spirit did not 
exist across the water at this time, it 
would argue that our English brethren 
were painfully lacking in sensibility. 

Such long and virtuous reigns as the 
one which Queen Victoria has given to 
the English people are seldom met with 
in history, and the occasion is well cal- 
culated to call forth the latent enthusi- 
asm of Britons. But the ardor of the 
day’s celebration is not restricted to 
British subjects; and, from all parts of 
the globe, congratulations will today 
pour in upon the queen. 


Southern Industrial Growth. «+ 
Mr. John A. Smith, manager of the 
Charleston, S. C., freight bureau, recent- 
ly delivered a practical address before 
the south and west commercial congress 
at Kansas City, Mo., on the industrial 
development of this section. 

In touching upon the phenomenal 
growth of the cotton industry in the 
south during the past seven years Mr. 
Smith cited data from official sources to 
show that within the next generation, 
if not sooner, the south would enjoy a 
virtual monopoly of the cotton industry. 
‘The following table, compiled by Mr. 
Smith, shows that the amount of cotton 
consumed annually by our southern cot- 
ton mills has been steadily increasing 
since 1890, while the amount consumed 
by the cotton mills of New England has 
been steadily decreasing: 3 


Southern New England 
, Bales. 


During the past seven years, as dis 
closed by the foregoing table, the ca- 
pacity of our southern cotton mills has 
almost doubled. While that of New 
England during the same length of tim 
has fallen off considerably. | 

The explanation which Mr. Smith 
gives of these figures is complete and 
satisfactory. “In the south,” says he, 
“our mills are always sure of cheaper 
raw material and cheaper labor than is 
possible in any other section. Material 
is cheaper because it is produced at the 
very doors of the mill, and is, therefore, 
free from the numerous charges made 
for transportation, insurapce and com- 
pressing. Labor is cheaper because the 
cost of subsistence, to a large degree, 
fixes the rate of wages. Cheap subsis- 
tence in the south can be obtained be- 
cause the soil is easily tilled and the 
climate mild.” fe ‘

: petitors to defy the inevitable, 
Instead of trying to reverse the order 
of nature, why should they not invest 
their capital in this section? 

On the line of more intimate trade 
relations between the north and the 
south, Mr. Smith argues that as soon as 
the cotton industry is fully developed in 
this section it will profoundly effect 
every existing interest. Says Mr. Smith: 


Southern cotton milis will create new 
traffic and new trade currents. When the 
south has products which it can sell to the 
west for less than similar products now 
cost in New England, the west will buy 
them from the south, and then, for the 
first time in their history, southern rail- 
roads, leading to the west, will have long 
hauls, full cars and return freights. The 
south might readily make most of the cot- 
ton goods manufactured in America. An 
enormeéus quota of these goods would go 
to the consumers in the great agricultural 
districts and the manufacturing centers 
of the west. The entire west produces 
necessities which they could export through 
southern seaports, the shortest way, and 
in time to be the cheapest in transporta- 
tion. Long fauls, full cars and freight both 
ways will create through freight lines and 
low rates between the west and south, 
which will enable western products from a 
large section to reach many foreign points 
by way of the south Atlantic and gulf 
ports at much less than the present cost 
throught northern ports. 


In the couse of this same address Mr. 
Smith discussed at some length other 
pertinent phases of our southern indus- 
trial development, showing that no sec- 
tion of the country possessed more opu- 
lent or diversified resources than the 
south, and that no section of the coun- 
try could boast of greater possibilities. 
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The Thorny Road To Reform. 

What may be described as the thorny 
road to reform furnishes the burden of 
an interesting article from the pen of 
the celebrated English journalist, Mr. 
W. T. Stead. 

The subject to which Mr. Stead writes 
is the changes which have come over 
the British empire during the last six- 
ty years, with the result that he finds 
that in politics the most conspicuous 
act is Bots large majority now held by 
the corservatives in parliament, as “the 
net outcome of a series of reforms 


forced “by the liberals, each of which 


was declared in turn to deal a fatal blow 
at the British constitution, and to have 
thrown the doors wide open to the 
forces of outrage and revolution.” The 
same sort of thing, he goes on to say, 
can be seen in the affairs of the state 
church, where the effect of the change 
furnishes “the most astounding justifi- 
cation of liberal principles and the most 
crushing confutation of tory prophecies.” 

A glance at the history of England 
fully justifies the contention here made. 
In various forms of party division 
grouped under the head of liberalism, 
the people of Ireland have fought 
against entrenched power, guarded by 
the conservative party. As one by one 
the purposes pushed by liberal influ- 
ences, which had been denounced by the 
conservatives as anarchistic and rebel- 
lious,, became too strong to be fought 
and repressed, the conservatives them- 
selves, adopted it, passed it into law 
and claimed the credit for a reform 
whith had been forced upon them. One 
of the most conspicuous instances of 
this was the Catholic emancipation act 
of 1829, which had been resisted by the 
governing powers with a bigotry and an 
earnestness seldom witnessed. Yet, 
when the day came upon which it was 
evident that the measure had to pass, 
stealing the initiative from its friends, 
the duke of Wellington made it a gov- 
ernment measure, and thus it stands 
on record that that great act of liber- 
alism was. a boon from the conserva- 
tives. A later and almost parallel in- 
cident was the disestablishment of the 
Irish church. Yet now, on this jubilee 
day, the conservative government of 
England, as stated by Mr. Stead, has a 
larger majority in parliament than ever, 
notwithstanding the accomplished leg- 
islation« which their predecessors had 
declared would disrupt the empire. 

On this side of the water, in our own 
country, we witness the development of 
a similar chain of occurrences. Begin- 
ning with the formation of the federal 
constitution, there has been a party 
representing centralism, supported by 
the wealth of the country, entrenched 
amid the corporate and social influences 
which stand as a solid barrier against 
innovation. Battling with this giant 
of government, the common people have 
been allied under the name of democ- 
racy, and have fought for reserved 
rights, for humanity and for the slipping 
of the chain which would hold man 
down beneath the incubus of govern- 
mental autocracy. 

In our days we find these battling 
principles represented in the republican 
and the democratic parties. The repub- 
lican party speaks for artificiality, it 
speaks for centralism, it speaks for the 
dollar as against the man, and for mere 
property as superior to humanity. It 
is true that on occasion this party has 
enacted good and patriotic legislation, 
but like its counterpart in England, it 
was when these measures were forced 
upon them by the moral sense of the 
country, which served notice upon the 
leaders that the day had come for a 
change, and then making virtue out of 
necessity, they accepted the dictum and 
the result followed. 

Just now our country is passing 


‘through a crisis of this sort. The ele- 


ments which stand behind republican- 
ism accomplished a tremendous victory 
when they secured the demonetization of 
silver in 1873. Almost immediately the 
people began to take action, and as a 
result of their work in forcing favor- 
able legislation, the evil intended was 
delayed. A striking example of this fact 
was the effort of Mr. Cleveland’s admin- 
istration to make it appear that more 
silver had been coined since 1873 than 
before. But the people making this 
claim never disclosed the fact that the 
coinage of that silver was not due. to 
the governing

Democracy stands as the sheet anchor 
of the popular cause, under its varying 
forms from time to time, afiif notwith- 
standing the ridicule of those in power, 
or the treason of some within its ranks, 
it will move on in the holy work to 
which it has been consecrated, and 
whether its thunder be stolen by the 
enemy and utilized to wise purpose, or 
storming fhe citadel directly and occu- 
pying it as victors, to the democracy 
will be due the credit and the glory of 
whatever of enlarged liberty or indus- 
trial advancement there may be in this 
country of ours.

A Decade of Religious Growth. 

One of the leading newspapers of the 
country observes that the United States 
is the only government of any conse- 
quence which does not include religious 
statistics in its regular census enumera- 
tions. 

The reason for this omission on the 
part of the United States government is 
obvious. Our national constitution pro- 
vides that church and state shall Le 
kept separate; and if this provision 
means anything at all, ‘t means that the 
government can take no part whatever 
in the gathering cf religious statistics. 
Accordingly, the responsibility has de- 
veloped upon religious denominaticns. 

Some idea of the religious growth 
which this country has attained during 
the past ten years may be gleaned from 
a very interesting summary which re- 
cently appeared in ‘The New York Sun. 
The figures contained in this summary, 
it is claimed, can be implicitly relied 
upon as they nave been obtained from 
the different religious denominations 
themselves. In 1887, quoting the av- 
thority above cited, there were 38,%22 
Baptist churches and 25,277 Baptist cler- 
gymen in the United States. At the 
present time there are 45.302 Daptist 
churches and 31,572 Paptist clergymen. 
In 1887 there were 48,263 Methodist 
churches in this country and 28,075 
Methodist clergymen. At the present 
time there are 52,236 Methodist churches 
and 33,601 Methodist clergymen. Ten 
years ago there were 6,910 Catholic 
churches in the United States and. 7,658 
Catholic clergymen; today there are 12,- 
627 Catholic churches and 9,906 Catholic 
clergymen. 

With respect to the growth of Ameri- 
can Presbyterianism, the same authority 
states that in 1887 there were 12,437 
Presbyterian churches in the United 
States and 9,654 Presbyterian clergy- 
men. At the present time. there are 
14,530 Presbyterian churches and 13,476 
Presbyterian clergymen. In regard to 
other religious branches, the figures are 
as follows: Episcopalians, in 1887, 
churches, 3,540, clergymen, 4,139; in 
1897, churches, 5,979, clergymen, 4,580. 
Lutherans, in 1887, churches, 7;992, cler- 
gymen, 4,215; in 1897, churches, 9 493, 
clergymen, 5,685. In 1887 there were 369 
Jewish synagogues inthe United States 
and 301 Jewish rabbis. At the present 
time there are 548 synagogues and 290 
rabbis. ‘ ; 

From these figures it is evident that 
the past decade has been one of marked 
religious growth in the United States. In 
addition to the various denominations 
above cited, there is not a single reli- 
gious sect in the country which has not 
increased in numbers during the past

Gradually the idea seems to 
have prevailed? that university courses 
should be given to women as well as to 
men, and about twenty years ago a few 
presented themselves for admission and 
they were received without any question 
as to their eligibility. Year by year the 
number has increased, until now among 
the eight hundred students at’ Queen’s the 
names of a hundred women are enrolled. 
They enter on the same examination as 
men: attend the same lectures in the same 
classrooms; are required to do the same 
work, furnish the same essays, etc., and 
pass the same examinations for degrees, 
honors and medals. And@ according to the 
pretty English custom men and women 
always attend classes attired in the same 
kind of gowns, and feminine as well. as 
masculine voices answer ““Adsum” to the 
roll call. The “‘women students” at Queen’s 
consider that when they are admitted to 
the dignity of college classes they have ar- 
rived at years of discretion and are quite 
eapable of conducting themselves in a 
duly circumspect manner. They hold that 
such boarding school regulations as a lady 
dean and separate classes are very undig- 


n : 

A waiting room for the “women etu- 
dents’’ and rooms for study, society meet- 
ings, ete., are reserved exclusively for 
their use; but they meet the young men 
in the classroems and corridors. 

All are agreed that the résults are high- 
ly satisfactory, and that co-education in 
this university has been a at success, 
In proportion to their numbers the women 
have stood quite as high in their work and 
examinations as the young men. They 
have won, proportionally to numbers, as 
many, probably rather more, distinctions 
and honors. Their conduct, according to

Norway’s Artificial Coal. 

Editor Constitution—I have just finished 
reading an article which referred to the 
“artificial coal of Norway.’’ Can you en- 
lighten me as to this product? a

The peat coal now being turned out on a 
considerable scale in Norway is made by 
the process of Rosendahl, a Norwegian 
engineer, which consists in heating the 
peat in closed retorts to 20 degrees, for 
seven hours. The finished product retains 
80 per cent of- the original tar and gas, 
Analysis shows this coal to consist of 6 
per cent of carbon, 16 per cent of oxygen, 6 
per cent of hydrogen, 37 per cent of water 
and only 5 per cent of ash, and ite heating 
value is that of the average bituminous 
coal, The cost of manufacture is about 
60 cents per ton, the selling price being 
a little $1 per ton, or about a quarter 
of the t in Norway of natural coal, 
The peat coal has proven suitdble for 
foundry work, and all rooms have been 
heated with it at exactly half the cost of 
the same effect from ordinary coal,

SECURITIES AMOUNT $40,000 


Important Order Yesterday in South- 
ern Mutual Case. 
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OTHER ORDERS WERE HANDED DOWN 


American Building and Loan Associa- 
tion Allowed To Collect 
Its Assets. 


An interesting order was handed down in 
the Southern Mutual Building and Loan 
Association’s litigation yesterday by Judge 
Lumpkin, denying the petition of Receiver 
J. A. Tobin, who represents the South Car- 
olina courts In the case. Receiver Tobin 
desired that all the assets of the South 
Carolina creditors be delivered to him, 
claiming that as an officer of the court he 
was entitied to wind up the litigation in 
that state. 

‘The petition wag resisted by Co-Receivers 
Anderson and O’Byrne and the argument 
in the case was decidedly interesting. It was 
claimed that Receiver Tobin had no right 
or equity in the matter, as the assets should 
be distributed by the Atlanta receivers and 
the property administered upon as a whole. 

The receivers row hold in their posses- 
sion assets of South Carolina securities 
amounting to about $40,000 and under the 
terms of the decision yesterday, they will 
retain the possession of these assets, al- 
though Receiver Tobin will doubtless make 
another effort to receive them. The receiv- 
ers state they are perfectly willing that Re- 
ceiver Tobin collect the South Carolina as- 
sets, provided he delivers them here for 
distribution, This propesition has been de- 
clined by Receiver Tobin and another peti- 
tion will probably be filed in the case upon 
this one feature. 

Another order of importance was grant- 
ed in regard to the connection of the 
American Building and Loan Association 
with the Southern Mutual Building and 
Loan Association. Since the original 
amendment was filed seeking to secure cer- 
tain securities held by the American, the 
latter association has been anxious for a 
trial, but the matter has been postponed, 
and it was not until yesterday that a decis- 
ion in thé »case was reached. In speaking 
of the matter, Attorney Haden said yester- 


ay: 

“The only material question remaining 
to be adjudicated is whether or not the 
securities wére delivered as the result of a 
purchase passing title absolutely or wheth- 
er they were delivered to secure a loan with 
the right of redemption by the Southern 
Mutual. In this question the debtors have 
no concern. The amount involved is about 
$15,000."° : 

The order granted by Judge Lumpkin in 
the American’s case is as follows: 

*“‘Upon motion, all parties having consent- 
ed, it is hereby ordered that the American 
Building and Loan Association and the 
Bates-Farley Savings bank, two of the de- 
fendants In the above stated case, be au- 
thorized to collect any and all bonds, notes, 
mortgages, mortgage deeds and any and 
all other securities or evidences of debt in 
part or in parts thereof, which they hold. 
and which were transferred to them by the 
said Southern Mutual Building and Loan 
Association or its representatives, and the 
American Building and Loan Assotiation 
and the Batés-Farley Savings bank are 
hereby authorized to execute such receipts, 
releases, cancellations, quit-claims and oth- 
er evidences of payment as may be neces- 
sary or as they may deem best for the said 
collections, and all such releases, receipts, 
quit-claims and cancellations, etc., shall be 
sufficient to protect the debtor against all 
further claims whatsover. That all orders 
granted in this case restraining the said 
American Building and Loan Association 
and the Bates-Farley Savings bank from 
Selling and collecting the said securities, 
or from otherwise altering the status of 
the same, are hereby rescinded.”’

COUNTIES TRAVERSED BY ROAD SAY SELL 


They Want To Get Some Taxes Out 


of the Property—The Legisla- 
ture Will Have To Act.

Not a single bid was made for it. Not 
a bidder appeared at Governor Atkinson's 
office yesterday. The time for submitting 
bids expired at 4 o’clock yesterday after- 
noon, The governor and Attorney General 
J. M. Terrell were there to open, anything 
that looked like a bid. But there was 
nothing to open, either with a knife or a 
corkscrew. Five minutes after the hour 
the governor offered to set his watch back, 
but no one was present with a $10,000 check 
which was necessary to qualify a bid. 

So the state will continue to operate its 
thirty-nine miles of road from Athens to 
Lula and will make what it can out of the 
property. Nothing else can be done with 
it until the legislature meets and author- 
izes action. 

Mr. Ed Mulberry Sellers was not even 
heard from. One day last week he wired 
Mr. D. H. Livermore to see the governor 
about the conditions of the sale, remark- 
ing incidentally in the telegram that he 
had a “big deal’ on. But that is Mr. 
Richards’s chronic state. He always has 
a big deal in hand, but whatever this one 
was it failed to make connection with the 
sale of the Northeastern. 

It had been hoped that the Southern or 
the Georgia would put in a bid. Governor 
Atkinson had tried to induce the Central 
to buy: the road, but President Comer said 
he did not want it. As the road stands 
the 
Southern than to any other line, as it Is 
the only inlet the Southern has to Athens. 
The old Richmond and Danville did ope- 
rate it once, and before the Seaboard was 
built the little road did fairly well, earn- 
ing from $10,000 to $35,000 a month gross. 
Now it does not earn much more than 
$60,000 a year, if that much. In the last 
eleven months that the state operated the 
line previous to its lease to E. A. Richards 
& Co. the Northeastern earned $15,000 net. 
It may be able to do as well again, but it 
has not reached that mark yet. 

Colonel Rufus K. Reaves, of Athens, is 
running the road for the state. He says 
that it is getting back some of the busigess 
which it lost while it was operated by*the 
lessees. 

Georgia has $287,000 in the road, the 
amount of the bonds which the state in- 
dorsed. So long as the railroad situation 
remains unchanged the Northeastern can 
earn from 5 to 7 per cent on $287,000, but 
if the Southern and Seaboard should ever 
get on friendly terms, or if a road should 
be built from Chattanooga to Augusta 
through Athens, the ‘Northeastern would 
be ruined. PEs 8 

‘The counties through’ Which the road 
runs want the state to sell it. When the 
Richmond and Danville had it the counties 
and towns got taxes out of the line. When 
the state took it back to operate itself 
some of the authorities wrote to say that 
the line had not paid its taxes. They were 
informed that the state did not pay taxes. 
This was a disappointment to them because 
they had figured on getting a tax out of 
the road for the county and municipal 
funds. The people along the line would 
be glad to have it sold. 

Governor Atkinson says the state ought 
to sell the road if it gets a buyer and not 
hold out for $287,000, because railroading is 
a very uncertain business these days. The 
money which the state has in the road 
represents $7,350 a mile, and it is very 
doubtful if there will be enough left after 
the payment of operating expenses to pay 
6 per cent or even 5 per cent. Richards 
agreed: to pay a sum equivalent to about 
6 per cent on the state’s investment. He 
could not make his rental and the road 
was seized by the governor. The back 
rental never has been paid, but the gov- 
ernor is holding the bondsmen responsible. 

Governor Atkinson will probably recom- 
mend to the general assembly that an act 
be passed authorizing the sale of the road 
whenever in the opinion of.the governor 
or some board an advantageous sale can 
be made.

Titus Harris Makes Warm Allegations 
in His Bill. 
WANTS THE DEED SET ASIDE 


Says He Was Paralyzed When Coerced 
Into Signing It. 


MA. L. 6. WHITNEY IS THE DEFENDANT 


Judge Lumpkin Grants a Restraining 
Order and Sets the Case for an 
Early Hearing.

Titus Harris, an ignorant and untutored 
farmer who lives near Hapeville, has filed 
in the superior court a very sensational 
bill against Mr. L. G. Whitney, a prominent 
citizen of Hapeville and well known in 
business and insurance circles in the city. 
The bill was filed yesterday afternoon by 
Attorneys Daly and Hall, and when it was 
read before Judge Lumpkin, the case was 
set for a hearing on June 26th, and in the 
meantime a restraining order was granted. 

The plaintiff alleges that he can neither 
read nor write. He says that in 1892 he 
borrowed the sum of $300 from the Hape- 
ville Building and Loan Association, for 
which he gave his four shares of stock and 
a piece of Atlanta real estate as secur- 
ity. 
Titus claims that he has gradually been 
decreasing the loan ‘by installment pay- 
ments which were made weekly. In the fall 
of 1896, Harris claims he had paid the as- 
sociation the sum of $501, which was in full 
of the principal of the loan and the interest. 
He says he supposed he had paid the entire 
amount, as the association had received 
more than $200 in addition to the principal 
sum. 

On December 19th, so the petition alleges, 
Harris was stricken and paralyzed. He 
says he fell In his front yard and was car- 
ried into his house where he was ill quite 
awhile, not being able physically or men- 
tally on account of the stroke to attend 
to his business and look after his inter- 
ests. He says that while in this condition, 
Mr. Whitney, representing the Hapeville 
Building and Loan Association, called at 
his house and demanded that the loan made 
in 1892 be paid, claiming it had not been 
paid. Harris says he told Mr. Whitney } 
that he did not owe the amount of the 
loan, and if anything was due it could be 
but little. 

Later in the day Mr. Whitney called 
again, so the tion declares, and brought 
a deed which he told the petitioner te sigm 
Harris says he signed the paper, which he 
afterwards learned was a deed from him- 
self to the association. He says he si 
the deel under the coercion of Mr. hit- 
red and that the deed was never read in 


presence. 

He says he sigred another paper which 
was an option allowing him to purchase 
the property back by the payment of a 
sum exceeding the amount that was orig- 
nally loaned him. He says he is now 
threatened with being — ag essed and he 
asked the court to rest ustics Blood- 
worth’s bailiff from taking possession of 
his property. “3 

The restraining order was signed by 
Judge Lumpkin and the case will be ar- 
gued before him in chambers on June 
26th, at which time final action will be 
taken in the case.

‘ville on Georgia day. This reception will 
be a compliment from the woman’s board 
of Tennessee to the woman’s hoard and 
commission of Georgia, and will be the 
means of assembling a brilliant party of 
southern women in Tennessee’s capital city. 

As it was impossible to bring together 
this week in Atlanta the Georgia commis- 
rion for a formal meeting, Mrs. Steele at 
once wrote and expressed her appreciation 
of the cordial invitation extended, and 
hereby informs the women of the Georgia 
commission of the honor to be conferred 
upon them. She urges that the women of 
yecrgia express their appreciation of the 
invitation by accepting it in person on 

jeorgia day, when the state will have a 
veritable reunion in Nashville. 

The meeting of these two boards of wo- 
men will be a happy occasion, since the 
members of the Georgia commission are 
largely composed of those who were in- 
terested in the Atlanta exposition, and can 
so well appreciate the magnificent work 
being accomplished by Mrs. Van Leer 
Kirkman and her faithful board of women 
workers.

He extended to them Saturday the entire 
use of his extensive premises, his bath- 
ing pools, carriages and horses and made 
their stay, altogether, home-like and de- 
lightful. 

The morning session of the field day pro- 
gramme was published Sunday in full, 
with the exception of Mrs. Heard’s report 
on libraries, which interesting paper arriv- 
ed too late for publication. ; 

These addresses briefly outlined the du- 


ties of each committee of the federation — 


and were replete with brilliancy and in- 


terest. 

In the afternoon session, when business 
topics were discussed, there were many 
bright, extemporaneous speeches made, 
One especially on the subject of ‘“‘Home 
Economics,’’ by Mrs. W. P. Patillo, vice 
president of the Atlanta Woman's Club. 
She spoke only five minutes, but made 
deeply interesting her few words, and add- 
ed to the pleasure of the occasion by her 
many humorous references and incidents 
of her subdfect. 

Miss Rosa Woodberry spoke especially 
on the subject of “‘Parliamentary Law,’’ 
the knowledge of which is certainly nec- 
essary in the career of a prominent club 
woman. Many principies of the law as ex- 
plained by the clever Miss Woodberry 
brought out the fact that already in Geor- 
gia clubdom there have probably been a 
mumber of presiding officers with ‘Tom 
Reed’’ propensities. - 

One.of the many bright talks made on 
the subject of ‘‘Co-education” was that of 
Miss Tuggle, of LaGrange, one of the 
many bright young women of the federa- 
tion. She said: 

“Compliment and incrédulity have per- 
sistently bowed out justi€e and reason in 
the education of women. It has been a 
popular falacy that lovely woman’s sphere 
was “to eat strawberries, sugar and cream, 
eet On a cushion and sew up a seam.’”’ But 
women have grown tired of these sugar 
and cream indulgences, and this meeting 
here today marks the formal close of the 
epoch. They want something more filling, 
or at least more satisfying. 

“George William Curtis, in an address on 
the twenty-fifth anniversary of Vassar 
college, gives some interesting facts rela- 
tive to the first establishment of colleges 
for women. He says: ‘It is about a cen- 
tury since an active interest in the higher 
education of women commenced. Prussia 
was the first country of Europe to foster 
the higher education of women. In 1804 
the first seminary for women teachers was 
established in Prussia. At the end of the 
century Mrs. Emma Willard founded the 
Troy Female seminary. Simultaneously 
with Mrs. Willard’s school Miss Beecher 
established in Boston a girls’ high school. 
About sixty, years ago Oberlin college, in 
Ohio. was chartered in 1834. And apparent- 
ly the first diploma granted a woman was 
from this institution in 1837.’ 

“I see from a recent edition of The At- 
lanta Journal that Mrs. Catherine Benson 
received from Wesleyan, at Macon, Ga., 
the first diploma granted. to a woman in 
the world. This was in 1840. There seems 
to be a variance of opinion as to which 
college can justly lay claim to this honor. 
Be it to the credit of Georgia, at least, 
that she stands with the advanced guard 
favoring the equal education of men and 
women, and be it to her shame that of 
the forty-six states of the union she stands 
third to the last in ignorance. It is for 
Georgia women to lift this mantle of dark- 
ness that hangs fallen like a blight on 
the intelligence of the peopie, and put th 
state where she should stand. not thir 
from the lowest nor among the first, but 
in the lead. Oberlin was the first college 
aiso to try the experiment of co-education. 
Lombard college, in Illinois, was chartered 
in 3852 with absolute equality of privileges 
between the sexes. 

“The petition presented to the trustees 
of the Uuniversity of Georgia, asking that 
women be admitted to the university, re- 
minds me oddly enough of°a primative 
dance I once witnessed. Among the moun- 
tains of north Georgia, in that enlightened 
section where when a man’s clock strikes 
eleven and the hands ‘pints’ to four, he 
knows it is twenty minutes after 2.

COL. SCRUGGS’S POSITION STATED 


The Standing of the Venezuela Arbi- 
tration Question Is Corrected. 


The interview in yesterday’s Constitu- 
tion with Colonel Scruggs upon his return 
from Washington, where he has been inves- 
tigating the records of the Venezuela boun- 
dary dispute, did not give the exact facts 
about the case. 

The exchange of ratifications of the trea- 
ty of arbitration was made by Dr. Jose 
Andrade, Venezuelan minister, and Sir Ju- 
lian Pauncefote, British ambassador, at 
the state department in Washington on 
the 14th instant. 

Within eight months from that date the 
printed case of each of the parties, togeth- 
er with the documents and evidence in 
support of it, must be submitted in dupli- 
cate to each of the arbitrators and to the 
Within three 
months thereafter the counter case of each 
of the parties must be similarly submit- 
ted, after which the arbitrators will meet 
in Paris to hear final argument of coun- 
sel and make up their decision. 

A commission of five Venezuelan jurists, 
with Dr. Rafael Seyas as president, under 
the direction of Dr. Pedro Ezequiel Rojas, 
minister of foreign affairs, are now at work 
in Caracas on the Venezuelan case. Mr. 
Scruggs is similarly at work here, whose 
argument in the case will be submitted by 
him to the arbitrators in due course of 
time. His recent visit to Washington was 
in connection with this work, and with the 
closing up of the Venezuelan boundary 
commission, before which he was the agent 
and counsel for Venezuela.

The petition asked that the fire bell be 
ane every night at 9 o’clock, and that the 
children be required to leave the streets at 
that hour.

To the Honorable Mayor and Members of 
the City Council of Atlanta: Gentlemen—

(iquor and Beer License Petitions. 


The big batch of applications for liquor 
and beer licenses passed upon by the one 
lice committee last week, a complte list 
of which was given in The Constitution at 
the time, was taken up by the council and 
all were adopted except one. The petition 
of Saloonist Frieze, at 365 Fraser street, 
was recommitted to the committee at the 
request of Councilman Lumpkin. He said 
a mission had asked fhat the saloon be de- 
nied a license, as it is too close to their 
pias The police committee will investi- 
gate. 


The petition of R, C. Bosche, for a beer 
license at 207 Edgewood avenue, caused 
quite a discussion. Oouncilman Howard 
presented a petition signed by seventy-five 
persons against the license petition. Sev- 
eral councilmen defended Mr, Bosche and 
said his place is orderly and well kept. 
They said the petition was started for spite. 
Mr. Howard wanted the matter recommit- 
ted to the police committee, but by a vote 
of 9 to 6 the petition was granted.

HIDE BUSINESS IS OUTLAWED 


COUNCIL WILL AMEND THE LAW 
RESPECTING IT. 


Hide Men and Butchers Appeal to 
Council for the Repeal of a Pro- 
hibitive Ordinance: 


The hide business of Atlanta is outlawed 
by city ordinance. This fact was made 
clear in the police court several days ago, 
and it.came up in the city council meeting 
yesterday afternoon. An effort will be 
made to legalize the business under certain 
restrictions, and an ordinance to that end 
was introduced. 

Several years ago the council adopted an 
ordinance to the effect that no hides, dry 
or green, shall be kept in the city limita, 
and the ordinance has

“I tell you here today that unless the 
city of Atlanta gets a clear fee simple title 
to the courthouse property the trade be- 
tween the city and county will be stopped. 
The purchase of the property by the city 
was clearly illegal and will not stand in 
law. This city council. cannot make a4 
trade which binds a future council to ex- 
pend money and this courthouse deal will 
not go through if there are any tails to be 
attached to the title to be given the city.” 

That was the speech of Alderman Wood- 
ward in the counci] chamber yesterday af- 
ternoon when that body had the courthouse 
purchase deal under consideration. 

Alderman Woodward intimated that there 
are citizens who intend to apply for an 
injunction to hold up the trade between 
the city and county and he said that the 
deal cannot be* consummated because it is 
illegal. He asserts that the council cannot 
make a trade which requires the payment 
of money by a future council and he says 
it will only be necessary to file a petition 
for injunction in order to defeat the pro- 
ject to buy the courthouse for city hall 
purposes. . 

But despite the statement of the alder- 
man a majority of the council voted against 
his resolution introduced at the last meet- 
ing which would have the effect of holding 
up the trade if adopted. The councilmen 


showed a disposition to stand by the trade 
and by a vote of 13 to 4 the resolution of 


the alderman was voted down. 
Says the Title Should Be Clear. 

Mr. Woodward made the point that the 
city should secure a clear title to the prop- 
erty and that it should reserve the right 
to sell the property or use it for any pur- 
pose the city may desire at any time. He 
contends that the city may want to sell 
the property at some future time to erect 
a larger building than could be put on the 


on that ground and others he proposes to 
continue the fight against the deal. The 
objectionable condition of the trade is that 
the city must continue te use the purchas- 
ed property for city hall purposes so long 
as the county uses the adjoining property 
for courthouse purposes. 

The matter came up upon the reading of 
the communication of Judge Anderson, 
city attorney, in which he states that the 
only recourse the county will have in the 
event the city fails to carry out its contract 
will be to sue tHe city for damages. This 

int was made clear in The Constitution 
ast week, the attorney’s communication to 
the council being reviewed. 

Mr. Woodward was the only member of 
the body to discuss the question. He started 
off by saying the city had reduced taxes 
one quarter. The city now proposed to 
make a trade which would result in caus- 
ing the county to raise taxes at least 
three-eighths, losing to the citizens of At- 
lanta, and more, the benefit of the reduc- 
tion of city taxes. He said this was a bad 
policy and declared that*the trade was not 
a good one. 

How the Council Voted, 

The vote on the resofétion to hold up the 
trade by withholding payment of the 
purchase money, unless the county agrees 
to give a clear title to the property, re- 
sulted as follows: 

For the resolution—Aldermen Tolbert and 
Woodward, . and Councilmen Camp and 
Howard—4. es 

Against the resolution—Aldermen Hirsch, 
Rice and Mitchell, and Councilmen Barnes, 
Maddox, Adamson, Lumpkin, Morris 
Thompson, Stephens, Hutchison, Peters and 
Culberson—13, 

The next step in the matter will probably 
be the filing of a petition for injunction to 
restrain the city from making the trade on 
the ground that the council cannot make a 
trade extending over a period of twelve 
months, the life of a council. Alderman 
Woodward says certain parties have told 
him they would do this, but he refuses to 
state who the parties are.

. it Is Believed a Shipment of Gold of 


Quite Large Dimensions Will Be 
Made This Week. 


New York, June 21.—The efforts of the 
professional traders to work a reaction in 
the bull stock market.again proved abor- 
tive, and as a result the day's. trading 
shows net gains in the majority of the 
standard shares. The recent order of things 
Was som>what reversed when the sagging 
tendency of prices came early in the day, 
and it was overcome later by the rally. 
Perhaps the most ominous circumstance 
of the day was the fact that the dealings 
sank into a condition of almost apathy 
with prices tending upwards. The dull- 
ness On a decline is the technical evidence 
of an undertone of strength. The dullness 
on a rise is the evidence that prices have 
reached a stage where dealers do not care 
to put money into them as a speculation. 
There was, however, no pressure to sell 
stocks. The lower prices at the opening 
came in the face of some slight improve- 
ments in London, where, however. the 
dealings were almost stagnant. Later in 
the day London was a buyer, and was a 
factor in rallying the market. The ef- 
fective instrument in effecting the early 
decline was the talk of large gold ship- 
ments later in the week. Tomorrow’s ship- 
ments were not increased over the $1,350,000 
announced last week. The tone of exchange 
was firm, but exceedingly quiet. The dull- 
ness of exchange was attributed partly to 
the jubilee holiday in London. It ts be- 
lieved that a shipment of gold of quite 
large dimensions will be made before the 
end of the week. The additional impetus 
to rally in the market was the strength of 

the Vanderbilts. This commenced in 
Northwest on talk of a big plan to refund 
the bonds of this road for-the benefit of 
the stock. 

The improvement fh Omaha was due to 
Sympathy with Northwest. The favorable 
showing of New York Central for the sec- 
ond quarter broadened the demand for the 
Vanderhbilts especially, all the members of 
the group advanced and the whole market 
was similarly affected The rise from the 
low point in Omaha was 2%, Northwest 
‘1%, New York Central 1%.

Atlanta, Ga., June 21.—The Liverpool 
market was closed today because of a hol- 
iday. The New York market op- 
ened 1 to 2 oints above Sat- 
urday’s close, an after a while 
began to show some little signs of steam, 
and August sold 10 to 11 above lowest, even- 
ing up with July. These two options clos- 
ed at the same figures. The cause of the 
advance in August to a level with July was 
due to the fact that the notice day is com- 
ing around, and a great many contracts 
were transferred from July to August.

The board today voted on the proposed 
rule to prevent proprietors of regular ele- 
vators dealing in grain stored in their own 
elevators or storing mixed or cleaned wheat 
in them, the penalty being that the houses 
violating the rules shall be declared irregu- 
lar. The interest taken in this detracted 
a great deal from the trading. The result 
of the vote was a decisive defeat for the 
proposed amendment. Chicago received six 
carloads and Minneapolis and Duluth to- 
gether 314, compared with 294 last Monday 
and 586 a year ago. Exports from Atlantic 
seaboards were equal to 600,000 bushels. The 
price of July worked down finally to 67%sc 
and was bringing 67%@68c at the close. 

Corn was easy with the bears a good 
deal more aggressive than the bulls. There 
was some firmness around the opening on 
the cool weather, but predictions of warmer 
weather tomorrow and the weakness of 
wheat caused offerings to become free as 
the session progressed. The visible in- 
creased 747,(00 bushels. Local receipts were 
437 cars. July opened a shade lower at 
25c, sold at 25%c and declined to 245%@24%c, 
closing at 24%c, sellers. 

There was a fairly active session in 
oats. Elevator people sold quite freely, and 
caused a slight decline in prices. The 
weather was considered most favorable to 
the crop. The visible decreased 66,000 bush- 
els. Receipts were 291 cars. July opened a 
shade lower at 18%c, sold at 18%@18%c and 
declined to 18c, where it closed. 

Provisions were strong in spite of the 
large hog receipts. Commission houses were 
g00d buyers of pork and lard. Every one 
reported an exceptionally large cash de- 
mand. At the close July pork was Tike 
higher at $7.30, July lard Se higher at $3.50 
and July ribs unchanged at $4.32%.

It was & noble mission which brought the 
banker’s wifé to the police barracks, and it 
brought out @ story which is of the greatest 
importance to those who have madé so 
many efforts to establish a reformatery 
school in Atlanta. 

About three weeks ago Grover Brocket 
and George Chilton; two white boys about 
fourteen years of age, were arrested for 
idling and sleeping upon private property. 
They werfe tried in the recorder’s court and 
fined $10. They were sent to the stockade 
for twenty days, not being able te pay the 
fines. Neither of the boys had are friends 
to interest themselves in the case. 

Mrs. Lowry heard of the cases and she 
called first upon the mayor and secured a 
paper pardoning the boys. This was in- 
dorsed by the recorder. Yesterday morning 
she called upon the chief of police to get 
the boys released. Chief Connolly promised 
to give the matter his attention at once, 
and the youthful prisoners will be turned 
out this morning. 

Mrs. Lowry will make arrangements to 
have the boys sent to a reformatory school, 
probably in Tennessee. 

In speaking of the matter yesterday, 
Chief Connolly said: 

“I am more and more convinced every day 
that a reformatory school is needed in this 
city. There is hardly a week that passes 
but what boys are arrested and sent to the 
steckade. The recorder ts compelled to 
fine them, and we have no other place to 
send them to but the stockade. The boys, 
as a usual thing, are not criminals, but 
there is the gravest danger of their be- 
coming made worse by contact with the 
low order of criminals who work in such 
a place as the stockade.”’ 

peaking on this same line, Recorder 
Calhoun said to a representative of The 
Constitution: # : 

‘TIT am often sorely puzzled to know what 
to do with the bad boys who are brought 
before me. If I turn. them aloose they 
think that they can do as they please, and 
it is not long before they are back in my 
court again. On the other hand, if I fine 
them, they are not able to pay the fines, 
and are sent to the stockade, where they 
are thrown with tif worst class of people. 
There should be a reformatory here by all 
means. In sending them away to another 
state, a great expense is entailed upon 
those engaged in the noble work. I know 
that one of the greatest needs in Atlanta 
nt is a reformatory for juvenile crimi-

WORK PROGRESSES RAPIDLY

‘NEW JAIL READY FOR THE THIRD 
FLOOR THIS WEEK. 


Iron and Steel Work Is Being Daily 
_ Shipped, and Contractor Hazen Is 
More Than Satisfied. 


The work on the néw jail building has 
reached an interesting stage and before | 
the end of the present week the steel and 
brick work for the third floor will be com- 
plete. A-large force of hands is now em- 
ployed on the walls and the iron and steel 
work is proceeding just as fast as the 
shipments are made from the machine 
shop. The front is rapidly going up and 
nearly three floors have been finished in 
the rear portion of the building, which is 


the prison -proper. WE 

The work that is being done under the 
terms Of the contract and specifications 
is probably the first of its character that 
has ever been accomplished in Atlanta, and 
a large number of spectators are constant- 
ly about the place watching with interest 
the work as the men proceed with their 
tasks. 4 : 

The material used in the construction of 
the front of the building is Stone moun- 
tain’ granite. The blocks of granite will 
present a rough appearance and will be 
strikingly beautiful amd symmetri¢al. Sand- 
wiched among the ough stone will be 
ornamental pieces which will greatly add 
to the appearance of the building’s exte- 
rior. There will be no iron bars or frames 
on the front and the building will appear 
to be a modern’ cesidence of stone and 
granite. There will be nothing from the 
Butler street entrance to suggest a prison, 
and the building as viewed from this stand- 
point will-be quite ornamental and mas- 
sive. 

“None would ever be impressed that this 
was a jail,” said Contractor H. C. Hazen 
yesterday. “There is nothing suggestive 
about the building from the front. It is 
as elegant as a Peachtree residence and 
will be an ornament to Butler street just 
as much so as the Grady hospital. It is 
only from the*rear ‘that the bars can be 
seen and even from that pvusition, no one

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STOPS A DESPERADO 


‘Hardeman, a Negro. : 
THE NEGRO DREW. A RAZOR 


The Officer Shot To Save Himself from 
Being Slashed. 


THE WOUNDED MAN WILL PROBABLY DIE 


Occurred—He Regrets That He 
Had To Use His Pistol.

A policeman’s pistol stopped a desperate 
negro from using a razor yesterday morn- 


he had to use his pistol to protect his life, 
and the story is borne out by the circum- 
stances of the shooting. - 

The negro, Rube Hardeman, is at the 
Grady hospital, dangerously © wounded, 
and the probability is that he will die. 

Hardeman has been wanted by the police 
for several weeks. He is a dangerous 
character, and has eluded the officers suc- 
cessfully, although they made every effort 
to capture him. A number of cases have 
been* read out against him, including 
thefts and fights. 

Yesterday morning he was located near 
the corner -of Ashby and Butler streets. 
Two or three policemen tried to capture 
him, but he escaped by flight. Mounted 
Officer N. A. Lanford joined the chase on 


his horse. The negro, seeing that he was 
about to be overtaken, left the street and 
ran through a stretch of woods. The of- 
ficer had to ride around the block, and 
when he saw Hardeman again the negro 
was standing in an old cornfield holding 
a crowd of citizens at bay with an open 
razor. When the desperado saw that the 
policeman was near him he again took to 
flight. Lanford rade across the field until 
his further progress. was barred by a wire 
fence. He jumped from his horse and re- 
newed the chase on foot. 

Hardeman was tired with his long run. 
He tried to jump a ditch and stumbled. 
He then saw that it was useless to try to 
escape by running, and he turned with his 
open razor in his hand and dared the 
Officer to approach. ‘ 

The policeman drew his pistol and said: 

“Consider yourself under’ arrest.” 

“You will not take me alive,” replied 
Hardeman, flourishing his razor. 

“I am going to take-you,’’ replied the of- 
ficer, steadily advancing. 

When Lanford was in ten feet of the 
negro the latter drew back his razor as if 
to make a rush forward. 

Lanford raised his pistol and fired two 
shots. 

Hardeman turned as if to run away, reel- 
ed and fell. 

Lanford went to the side of the negro 
and ascertained that one bullet had struck 
him, passing through the abdomén. A

I knew 
that he was an exceedingly dangerous 
character. He has had that reputation in 
once circles for several years.

en:told that Har@eman was- wanted on 
several charges. ‘Such a man was dafger- 
ous to be at large in the community: Still 
I:-had. no intention of shooting hfm until 
I was near him and found that he was 
about to assault me with a razor. I 
though that when he saw me with my pis- 
‘tol in hand he would drop His weapon and 
submit_to arrest.” :
